St. Paul. Nov. 25.— N o rth ern P aci­ 
fic ea rnings this year will he about 
$6 a share, an increase from $5.22 in 
1923. 
This is the belief of Charles Don­ 
nelly. president, who has returned 
from New York where he attended a 
m eeting of the directors and of the 
R a ilw a y Executives association. 
Mr. Donnelly was more optimistic 
about 1925. 
" W e should have little difficulty in 
e a rn in g $6 a share on our stock this 
year," he said. 
" F ro m the existing 
outlook I firmly believe t h a t next 
y ear will be much better. 
"W e are p la n n in g on an increased 
business in the 
lumber 
in dustry 
which fell off slightly this year. The 
middle west and the n o rthw est will 
demand lum ber and it will mean a 
stim ulus to the lu mber Industry of 
th e Pacific n orthw est." 
Mr. Donnelly announced t h a t the 
N o rth ern Pacific has been authorized 
by the I n te rs ta te Commerce commis­ 
sion to construct a 15-mile branch 
line on th e Elm a branch in Mason 
county, W ashington, in the vicinity 
of Shelton. 
This will include eight 
miles of logging road now owned by 
th e Stimson Logging Co., w hich the 
N o rth e rn Pacific proposes to purchase 
r eha bilitate and relay with heavier 
rails. 
Mr. Donnelly said th a t th e N o r t h ­ 
ern Pacific is in splendid physical 
shape despite the large grain move­ 
ment this fall. 
He indicated that 
th e net o p eratin g income for October 
is expected to reach $2,800,000, the 
largest of any m onth since October, 
1921.— St. Paul Daily News.

Sunday, December 7, 1924, has been designated aa Golden 
Rule Sunday, by representative* of twenty nations* who met re­ 
cently at Geneva to determine the beat manner of alleviating the 
distress of tens of thousands of sufferers in the Near East who 
were victims of the late World War. 
In his proclamation, Governor J. A. (). Pre lls calls attention 
to the fact that President Coolidge has officially endorsed this 
movement and urged the people of the United States to partici­ 
pate, saying: “I believe that the international observance of this 
day may not only alive the lives of thousands of destitute, but 
may possibly have an even greater benefit in the way of reflex 
influence upon those who observe the Golden Rule and help to 
establish it as a reality in daily living. The international observ­ 
ance of this day might well contribute materially to the better­ 
ment of international relations and abiding world peace.” 
Governor Preus continues further with his proclamation, -stat­ 
ing that the orphans and other sufferers in the Near East, are, in 
a sense, international wards, but our own country is enjoying 
greater material prosperity than any other nation, and should be 
able to do more than its pro rata share. 
I sincerely hope (hat 
Golden Rule Sunday will be generally observed throughout Min­ 
nesota and that the people of this state, who are always generous, 
will be especially liberal in this most worthy cause. 
This is not a ‘‘campaign” or a “drive,” in the sense that those 
words generally signify, says the Governor, but is an effort unani­ 
mously endorsed by the outstanding leaders of twenty nations, 
without regard to religious, sectarian or racial contacts. 
It is the hope that on this day millions of citizens in all the 
participating nations will be seated, figuratively, at the same 
table, partaking of the same food, thinking the same thoughts, 
thus entering into a new realization of the brotherhood of man­ 
kind, with the single idea of emphasizing the benefit accruing to 
mankind by the unanimous adoption of the Golden Rule principle 
in all of our relations, not alone individually hut nationally and 
internationally. 
As Chairman of Minnesota’s Golden Rule Day State Commit­ 
tee, the Governor has appointed a large number of cooperating 
members.

S u n d a y , December 7, 1924, has been designated as Golden 
Rule Sunday, by representatives of twenty nations who met re­ 
cently at Geneva to determine the best manner of alleviating the 
distress of tens of thousands of sufferers in the Near East who 
were victims of the late World War. 
In his proclamation, Governor J. A. O. Preus calls attention 
to the fact that President Coolidge has ollicially endorsed this 
movement and urged the people of the United States to partici­ 
pate, saying: “I believe that the international observance of this 
day may not only save the lives of thousands of destitute, but 
may possibly have an even greater benefit in the way of reflex 
influence upon those who observe the Golden Rule and help to 
establish it as a reality in daily living. 
The international observ­ 
ance of this day might well contribute materially to the better­ 
ment of international relations and abiding world peace.”

NYW York, Nov. 25.—Some complaint lins been voiced in the east that the 
class of 1924 football was Inferior to the brand played in 1923 and that while 
there were a large num ber of fine teams last year there were only a few 
good teams turned out this year. 
From an eastern viewpoint this may be correct. 
It is a fact that there 
were a number of great teams running the eastern gridiron in 1923 and that 
there wasn't one outstanding team developed ibis year that could be held out 
as a worthy ’’opresetative in real-inter-aeetional competition. 
Princeton developed late in the season and it was a powerful team if you 
are willing to admit that a great team bas to be great in only the two last 
games of the season and can lose or make a poor showing in all the early 
games. 
At Yale, Harvard and Princeton they train their teams on the theory 
that games before the "Pig Three” games are only games to get their teams 
ready for those “Pig T h re e” games. 
That idea does not prevail elsewhere. 
In the western conference, the 
Pacific Coast conference, the southern conference, tin' Missouri Valley, Rocky 
Mountain, Southwest, Midwest and Northwest conferences, the championship 
team is the team that finishes with the host percentage in games won and 
lest with conference rivals. 
There is no conference of any kind in the east, however, and that may la' 
one of the reasons why football in oilier sections of Hie country is advancing 
so much more than it is in the east. 
This result in general confusion at 
Hie end of each season with the filing of a half dozen claims for the sectional 
championship and with no way possible to judge the claims to the satisfac­ 
tion of anyone. 
If the middlewest were to ask the east to pick ils best team to meet the 
best team in the middlewest the snow would be two feet on the gridiron 
before the east could pick its best team. 
They don’t know in flu* east what learn is the best team.
